Recently the staff has been 
increased to BOO, and the following items are being produced: bridge members, 
riveted and welded structural pieces for factory buildings, cranes, dredging 
equipment, and large low-pressure vessels for use in such places as 
chemical plants* The overall production target for this plant during 1950 
is 30,000 tons of such products-.
